ORDER 

(Passed on this 25th day of March, 2011) 

This case relates to the proposal received from the Paradip Port Trust for general 
revision of its Scale of Rates. 

The Scale of Rates (SOR) of the Paradip Port Trust (PPT) was last revised in 
2007 vide Order No. TAM P/60/2005-PPT dated 12 October 2007 with validity upto 31 March 2010. 
Subsequently, the conditiorialities relating to levy of penal berth hire charges was re-introduced in 
the SOR of PPT in April 2008, Chapter V in the then existing SOR of PPT relating to Railway 
Charges was de-notified at the request of PPT in March 2009 and revised berth hire charges to be 
levied on IFFCO for fertilizer berth No.2 from 1 April 2008 to 31 March 2015 was approved in July 
2009. The validity of the existing SOR at PPT was extended up to 30 September 2010 vide this 
Authority's Order No.TAMP/60/2005-PPT dated 31 March 2010. 

2,1. The PPT has filed its proposal for General Revision of its Scale of Rates vide its 

letter dated 22 December 2009. The salient features of the proposal are given as under; 

(i). The traffic handled by the port during 2007-08 to 2009-10 and proposed to be 
handled during 2010-11 to 2012-13 is as under;-

2.3. The Port has not proposed any change either in cargo related charges or in vessel 
related charges. 

2.4. PPT has stated that the charges as may be approved by TAMP for mobile harbour 
cranes have been factored in its cost statements. 
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2.5. The charges for supply of on-board labour to stevedores will continue at the same 
rate of 100% on wages. 

2.6. The Port has proposed some amendments in the conditionalities of its SOR 
including deletion of few rates, as given below: 


(i) . To amend the term ‘market buying rate' with the 'TT buying rate’ in clause 1.2 (iii) 

(a) of general terms and conditions prescribed in the existing SOR. 

(ii) . Amendment to clause 1.2 (x) of general terms and conditions to the effect that all 

charges worked out shall be rounded off to the next higher rupee service wise, 
instead of the existing provision of rounding off on the value of grand total of each 
bill. 


(iii) . A new clause under general terms and conditions stating that no interest will be 

charged for delay in payment of penalty upto 30 days. 

(iv) . To extend the existing transshipment charges applicable for POL / Crude oil to the 

‘dry bulk cargo’ also. 

(V). To include a new clause under Notes to the wharfage schedule, to the effect that 
wharfage shall not be payable on surplus quantity due to moisture at the time of 
despatch of import cargo. 


(vi) . To introduce a new clause under 'Port Dues’ stating that the Port dues are to be 

levied only once for entry of a vessel, irrespective of any change of her 
name/agents / owners during the stay in the port. 

(vii) . To introduce a new clause after the schedule of vessel related charges for SBM 

stating that the time for recovery of Pilotage & Tug hire charges Is to be reckoned 
from berthing to unberthing of the vessels at the SBM. 

(viii). To delete hire charges for grab attachment for 13.2 Ton wharf crane prescribed 
under schedule 2.15 of the existing SOR. 

(ix). To delete the existing rate for “welghment in the warehouse/ transit shed’. 


3.1. In accordance with the consultative procedure prescribed, the proposal was 

forwarded to the concerned user organizations for comments. The comments received from some 
of the user organizations were forwarded to PPT as feedback information. PPT has submitted its 
remarks on some of the users' comments. 


3.2. During the proceedings of the case, the Chairman cum Managing Director. 

TANGEDCO Ltd. quoting the communication of PPT which stated that the PPT has approved to 
recover the demurrage charges from coal consignees of BOBR rakes for detention over and above 
the free time of 2 hours and 30 minutes with immediate effect, objected to the recovery of such 
demurrage charges. Since it was not clear from the above letter whether the issue raised by 
TANGEDCO pertains to recovery of charges related to services rendered by PPT Railways or for 
other services for which this Authority accords the requisite approval, a copy of the said letter was 
forwarded to PPT with a request to elucidate in the matter. The PPT has clarified that the issue 
raised by TANGEDCO is not for the services for which TAMP accords approval; but, for the 
services which are rendered by the PPT Railways in accordance with the notification issued by the 
Railway Board from time to time. 

4.1. As the financial year 2009-10 was already over, the PPT was requested to update 
the cost statements with actuals for .the year 2009-10 and review the estimates for the years 2010- 
11 to 2012-13, if necessary. 

4.2. The PPT, vide its letter dated 17 June 2010 furnished the updated cost statements 
along with copies of its audited annual accounts for 2008-09 and draft annual accounts for 2009- 
10. The PPT also reviewed its estimates for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 and modified its 
proposal. 
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4.3. The estimated traffic, financial / cost position at the existing level of tariff as

At the time of the comprehensive 
revision of the Scale of Rates in 
October 2007, review of tariff was 
based on the projections for 2007- 
08 to 2009-10.

The F & M income has been reduced due to 
accounting effect of ‘items relating to previous year’ as 
per audit observation 
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(vil). F & M expenditure of 2007-08 
and 2008-09, 

(viii). Surplus before ROCE of 
2007-08, 

(ix). Capital employed of 2007-08 
and 2008-09 and Net surplus of 
2007-08 and 2008-09. 

The PPT to furnish the details of 
variation pertaining to 2009-10 and 
the reasons for such deviations. 


As per clauses 5.9 & 6.8 of the tariff 
guidelines, the tariff should be 
linked to the benchmark levels of 
productivity. PPT’s proposal, 
however, does not indicate 
anything about the productivity 
levels to be maintained for various 
services. 


(vii). The variation in F & M expenditure was due to 
excess estimation in provision for pension & gratuity. 

(viii). In view of the Increase in operating income and 
reduction in expenditure as mentioned above. 

(ix). The projects, namely deepening of channel, 
upgradation of lOHP, procurement of Locomotives & 
Floating crafts could not be materialized. 

(The requisite details are not furnished.) 


Clause 5.9 is with reference to container handling, which 
is not applicable to PPT as the container handled at 
Paradip is very insignificant. 

With regard to clause 6.8 of the guide line, it is 
submitted as under:

The Authority has allowed a 

general flexibility to all the major 

port trusts to reduce the rates at 
their discretion mainly on 
commercial consideration.

The productivity has been steadily rising over the years. 
The Govt, has so far not fixed any bench mark level of 
productivity for various cargo operations. However, 
National Industrial Tribunal has fixed bench mark levels 
of manning pattern/scale for various cargo operations 
which has been fully implemented at PPT since May 
2009. (However, the draft SOR furnished by PPT does 
not indicate productivity norms for any cargo 


PPT has considered reduction in ceiling rates in the 
following area to promote specific traffic: 

(i) . Containers - 50% on vessel related charges and 
50% on cargo related charges 

Due to the above concessions granted by PPT container 
traffic at the rate of one vessel every month has been 
sustained at this port. 

(ii) . Steel - Concession of ^ 10/- per ton on wharfage 
granted, but not availed by any exporter. 


Paradip port has taken over 1250 cargo handling 
workers as regular employees subject to ttie Govt, of 
India stipulation that the posts will get abolished after 
death/superannuation of the incumbents. Hence, the 
surplus manpower presently available with the port will 
in no way affect the port finance. More over, before 
these cargo handling workers were regularized as port 
employees, they were getting all service benefits at par 
with the regular employees of the port. Hence, there is 
no additional financial burden on the port after their take 
over. 


National Industrial Tribunal has examined this issue and 
recommended standard'manning scale for all major 
ports. PPT has already implemented the same from May 
2009 in toto.

Whether the Board of Trustees of

Capacity Utilization 

In Form 4A PPT has furnished the 
capacity utilization figures at 
88.73%, 91.97% and 94.79% 

respectively for the years 2010-11, 
2011-12 and 2012-13. PPT has 
claimed the maximum ROCE vide 
Form 3A. PPT, however, has not 
shown the designed capacity of the 
port anywhere in the proposal. As 
per clause 2.9.10 of the tariff 
guidelines, return allowed has to be 
linked to the utilization factor of the 
capacity of the port as assessed by 
it considering the berth length and 
other facilities provided. PPT to 
furnish the detailed year-wise 
workings for capacity of the port as 
a whole and of facilities for major 
commodity groups like iron ore, 
coal, POL, fertilizers, and other port 
specific cargoes considering the 
capital investments proposed to be 
made during 2010-11 to 2012-13 
and the productivity improvements 
expected to be achieved thereby.

The existing 
practice in this regard followed at 
the port may be informed. 

Penalty is pecuniary punishment and no additional 
financial burden can be levied on penalty. At present, no 
interest is charged on penalty. 


Port has proposed to amend the 
existing description of Sr. No.22 of 
the wharfage schedule 

“Transshipment [crude and POL] 
from mother to daughter vessel" to 
“Transshipment [crude, POL or dry 
bulk cargo] from mother to 
daughter vessel through 

transhipper”. The need for such an 
amendment to be elaborated. A 
revenue impact analysis also to be 
furnished. 

The cargo operations contemplated at this clause is 
transshipment of cargo at port anchorage. Port is 
contemplating transshipment of crude, POL & dry bulk 
cargo, hence this amendment. 

Subsequently, the PPT vide its revised proposal dated 3 
March 2011, stated that the port is contemplating 
transshipment of break-bulk cargo also in addition to dry 
bulk cargo and hence break-bulk cargo is also included 
in the fresh proposal. 

However, the port has not furnished the revenue impact 
analysis consequent to the proposed additional 
transshipment operations. 

5. 

PPT has proposed for incorporating 
a note to the effect that wharfage 
shall not be payable on shortfall or 
surplus quantity for moisture or 
other reasons at the time of 
evacuation/dispatch. The need for 
such an amendment with its 
revenue implication to be informed. 

There is no revenue Implication in this proposal. This 
proposal is with regard to import cargo. Cargo 
dispatched from Port is as per Bill of Entry quantity. In 
case of shortfall, the port does not refund wharfage. As 
such in case of excess cargo due to moisture, the port 
need not ask for additional wharfage. 

6. 

The port has proposed to delete the 
hire charges of wharf crane 13.2 
MT and the hire charges of Grab 
attachment from the existing clause 
2.15 of the SOR. The reasons 
therefor to be detailed. The 
revenue implication, if any, thereof 
may also be informed. 

Wharf cranes are no more in existence. Grabs are 
accessories to the crane. Hence, the proposal is to 
delete the dause. 

However, the port has subsequently, vide its revised 
proposal dated 3 March 2011 has informed that this 
proposal stands dropped and the existing clause to 
continue.

The purpose of introducing a new 
clause stating that port dues will be 
levied only once for entry of a 
vessel, irrespective of any change 
of her name / agent / owner, during 
the stay in the port is not 
understood. It is also not 
understood why the port desires to 
introduce a clause stating that any 
vessel entering the port from 
outside the port limits shall be 
treated as fresh entry.

Occasionally, the port is encountered with a situation 
where a vessel berths A/c one agent and after discharge 
sails vwth load A/c another agent.

Occasionally, vessels leave port limits for hatch deaning 
and re-enters. In such cases the port considers fresh 
entry for vessel registration and seniority for berthing. 

Hence, this proposal. This will not have any financial 
implication.

The berth hire (foreign per hour) 
has been proposed to be amended 
from US Dollar 0.00060 to US 
Dollar 0.0060. Kindly state whether 
it is for correcting any printing error 
that has crept in while gazetting the 
earlier Order.

Port has proposed to add in clause 
3.6 pertaining to the charges for 
SBM, a conditionality to the effect 
that the time for calculation of 
Pilotage & Tug hire charges is to be 
reckoned from berthing to un¬ 
berthing. The present practice 
followed in the port to be explained. 
The port also to clarify whether the 
proposed amendment has any 
revenue implication. 

In the present SOR, pilotage & towage in SPM is 
recovered from boarding time to dis-embarking time. For 
tug hire, separate charges are recovered which the port 
has proposed from berthing to un-berthing time since 
the tug is placed at SPM side from berthing to un- 
berthing. The port is recovering tug hire charges 
accordingly at present. 

10. 

Port has proposed to delete the 
charges for weighment in the ware 
house/transit shed from the existing 
clause 4.2 of the SOR pertaining to 
weighment charges for use of 
weigh bridge / weigh scales. The 
reasons therefor to be informed. 

Clause 4.2 Para 3 of existing SOR has become 
redundant since the port doesn't have any weighment 
facility at ware house/transit shed.

(i) . Details of commodity wise actual traffic handled during 2010-11 (upto February 

2011). The total traffic handled by PPT from April 2010 to February 2011 is 
reported at 50.64 million tonnes. 

(ii) . The average exchange rate of US$ for 2009-10 and 2010-11 (upto February 

2011) is reported at ? 46.99 per US$ and f 45.24 per US$ respectively. 

(iii) . The marginal increase in estimated traffic volume for the years 2011-12 and 2012- 

13 Is due to POL cargo, which is nOt related to railway income. Hence, railway 
income has been considered at the same level of 2010-11. 

(iv) . Some items of Management & General Administration expenses have been 

included in salary and wagas in Form 3 B, resulting In difference in overheads 
considered in Form 3 B and Form 3 A. 

(v) . Depreciation has been calculated as per the life norms prescribed by Govt, of 

India, it is practically not possible to maintain a separate account for depreciation 
as per tariff guidelines of TAMP. 

(vi) . Details of Finance & Miscellaneous income and item relating to previous years are 

furnished. 

(vii) . The total pension fund as on 31.3.2010 is f 318.41 crores towards the pension

9- The proceedings relating to consultation in this case are available on records at 
the office of this Authority. An excerpt of the comments received and arguments made by the 
concerned parties will be sent separately to the relevant parties.

10- VWh reference to totality of the information collected during the processing of the 
case the following poeitfon emerges: 

(i). The existing Scale of Rates (SOR) of PPT was approved in October 2007 with the 
validity till 31 March 2010. The increase then sought by the port in the wharfage 
rates on Coal / coke, iron ore, cement, aluminium ingots and POL products having 
a flash point above 23°C was not approved since the cargo handling activity as a 
whole reflected surplus position. Decrease then proposed by the port in wharfage 
rates of certain commodities like Chrome Ore, Manganese Ore, Charge Chrome, 
Iron & Steel, Finished fertilizer, Rice / Sugar, Salt, POL products having a flash 
point below 23‘’C, POL operations at SBM, LPG/LNG, etc. was approved. New 
rates were approved for Transshipment of POL/crude oil, Barging services and 
project cargo, at the request of PPT. Some of the Conditionalities were modified in 
line with the relevant provisions of Tariff Guidelines of March 2005 and as a 
measure of rationalization. Subsequently, in April 2008. the conditionalities 
relating to levy of penal berth hire charges was re-introduced. Chapter V in the 
then existing SOR of PPT relating to Railway Charges was de-notified at the 
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request of PPT in March 2009. Revised berth hire charges to be levied on IFFCO 
for fertilizer berth No.2 from 1 April 2008 to 31 March 2015 was approved in July 

2009. In this backdrop, the PPT has filed its proposal for general revision of its 
Scale of Rates in December 2009, which has been taken on consultation. 

The validity of the existing Scale of Rates of PPT was extended beyond 31 March 

2010, till 30 September 2010 with a condition that tiie additional surplus over and 
above the admissible cost and permissible return accruing to the PPT for the 
period post 1 April 2010 wil| bp set Off fully In the tariff to be fixed for the next tariff 
cycle. 

(ii) . As the financial year 2009-10 was over, the port updated the cost statements 

incorporating actuals for the year 2009-10 in June 2010, While doing so, the port 
also reviewed its estimates for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. Further, the port 
while responding to the queries raised by us on its proposal in August 2010, 
furnished a revised proposal in September 2010. After joint hearing, thsS port has 
filed a further revised proposal in March 2011. The revised proposal fHed by the 
port in March 2011, along with the clarifications / additional information/ 
documents furnished by the port is taken up for consideration in this analysis. 

(iii) . The existing tariff of the PPT was fixed in October 2007 rel^ng on the estimated 

financial/ cost position for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10. As mandated by clause 
2.13 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005, the actual physical and financial 
performance of the Major Ports / Private Operators thereat, is to be reviewed at 
the end of the prescribed tariff validity period with reference to the projections 
relied upon at the time of fixing prevailing tariff. Accordingly, the actual physical 
and financial performance of the PPT during the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 is 
analysed in thO following paragraphs. 

(iv) . (a). The actual traffic handled by the PPT from 2007-08 to 2009-09 vis-d-vis 

the estimates relied upon during the last revision of tariff are tabulated 
below:

(b). The operating income reported in the audited annual accounts for the 
years 2007-08 to 2009-10 has been considered, subject to the following 
adjustments. 

(i) The tariff concession granted by the ports at their discretion is not 
considered by this Authority for tariff fixation. Accordingly, 
revenue effect of concession granted by the PPT In cargo related 
charges and vessel related charges pertaining to container 
handling during the years 2007-08 to 2009-10, as reported by the 
port and brought out earlier is not considered in the operating 
income under the respective activities. 

(ii) In the cargo handling Income reported by the port for the year 
2009-10, it is seen that the port has excluded the actual ‘Licence 
Fee’ received from the private HMC operators, amounting to X 
509.95 lakhs. The ‘Licence Fee’ received from the private HMC 
operators is nothing but the ‘Royalty’ payable by the private 
operators to the landlord port. Clause 2.8.3 of the tariff guidelines 
of March 2005 calls for the transfer of royalty / revenue share 
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receipts to the Escrow Account to meet the infrastructure 
development expenditure of major port trusts. Clause 2.8.3 
applies to the royalty / revenue share receipts not only from the 
BOT operators but also such loyalty / revenue share payable by 
the authorised service providers covered under clause 7.2 of the 
tariff guidelines. 

As per clause 2.8.3 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005, the 
revenue share / royalty receivable by the port should be applied 
first to meet the cost of surplus labour, if any. At least 50% of the 
balance should be maintained in an Escrow Account and utilised 
for the purpose of creation and / or modernisation of port 
infrastructure facilities within a period of five years. 

Since the port has not considered the above royalty receipts 
under the operating income, it is presumed that the port proposes 
to utilise the 100% royalty receipts towards infrastructure 
development. It may be relevant to mention here that there is no 
maximum limit prescribed in the guidelines for transfer to Escrow 
Account and recognising this position, we have considered 100% 
of the actual ‘royalty’ received by the port in the year 2009-10 as 
transferred to Escrow Account, as per the guidelines. The PPT is 
advised to create and maintain an Escrow Account as per clause 
2.8.3 of the guidelines and transfer the past receipts of ‘Licence 
fees’ to this account. 


(iii) The actual operating income earned by the Fi -T from 2007-08 to 
2009-09 vis-a-vis the estimates relied upon during the last 
revision of tariff are tabulated below:

As brought out earlier, during the last general revision of tariff at 
PPT in October 2007, the wharfage rates for a number of 
commodities were reduced at different percentages, as proposed by 
the port and also a few new items were approved in the cargo 
handling charges. Therefore, the estimated operating income 
considered during the last revision for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 
is required to be adjusted to reflect the above changes, so as to 
make the comparison of estimates and actuals even. The port has 
not made any adjustment in the estimated operating income to 
reflect the changes approved in the last tariff revision Order in the 
statement of comparison of actuals vis-^-vis estimates for the years 
2007-08 to 2009-10 furnished by the port. Therefore, the estimated 
operating income for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 relied upon 
during the last revision exercise could not be adjusted exactly for 
each of the changes approved in the last tariff revision Order. It 
was mentioned in the last tariff Order of October 2007 that the 
reduction in revenue on account of reduction in the then existing 
wharfage rotes will be within the estimated additional surplus of ? 
38.47 crores. If the then estimated revenue impact of ? 38.47 
crores is reduced from the estimated operating income for 
comparison purpose, the aggregate variation works out to +10% 
(approx.), as against +7.68% mentioned in the table above. 
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(c) . The operating expenses and management overheads have been 

considered as per ^e audited annual accounte for the years 2007-08 to 
2009-10. 

Incidentally, the actual administration & general expenses in respect of 
‘vessel related activity’ for the year 2009-10 is reported at f 2219.10 
lakhs. Comparing this expenses with the actual figures for the previous 
two years 2007-08 and 2008-09 of f 525.03 lakhs and f 651.73 lakhs 
respectively, four-fold increase is noticed. The port, v^en sought to clarify 
the position, has stated that the actual expenses for the year 2009-10 
includes an amount of X 1687 lakhs incurred towards removal of oil to 
prevent pollution caused by a sunk vessel. The port has further stated 
that the proposed expenditure for next three years is based on the actual 
expenditure of 2009-10 as it will be required to remove the vessel from the 
sea to avoid future eventualities. The actual expenditure incurred by the 
port during 2009-10 is considered in the past period analysis. 

(d) . Clause 2.7.1 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005 calls for calculation of 

depreciation on straight line method following the life norms adopted as 
per the Companies Act in the case of port trusts. However, the port has 
calculated depreciation as per the life norms prescribed by Govt, of India 
on the ground that it is practically not possible to maintain a separate 
account for depreciation as per tariff guidelines of TAMP. The PPT is 
obliged to follow the provisions of tariff guidelines. It is found not possible 
to modify the depreciation calculated by the port at tiiis stage. While the 
depreciation as per the books of account is considered in this analysis, 
the port is advised to initiate necessary action to comply with the 
provisions of the tariff guidelines in this regard during the next review of its 
tariff. 

(e) . The aggregate of the variation In respect of operahng expenses, 

depreciation and management overheads for the years 2007-08 to 2009- 
10 works out to (-)4.09%. (-)3.36% and (-)5.37% respectively. 

(f) . The PPT has not considered certain items of actual Finance and 

Miscellaneous income reported in the audited annual accounts for the 
years 2007-08 to 2009-10 stating that those items are one time income 
and not recurring in nature. The year-wise details of such items along 
with value are furnished below:

It is seen from the details furnished by the port that the income excluded 
by it are from normal course of operations. Hence, the contention of the 
port that they are one time receipts may be relevant for the purpose of 
estimation of income from such activities for the future period, but, the 
actual income earned by the port in the past needs to be considered in the 
past period analysis. In view of this position, the actual income furnished 
in the table above are considered by us under Finance & Miscellaneous 
income of the respective years. 
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(g) . ‘Financial & Miscellaneous income’ for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 

considered by the port at actuals includes prior period items. It is seen 
from the break-up furnished by the port that the prior period items for the 
years 2008-09 and 2009-10 include income to the tune of ? 275.95 lakhs 
and ? 904,38 lakhs respectively towards wrong calculation of interest and 
wrong provision of accrued interest in the previous years. Since interest 
element is not an item of cost In the 'Return on Capital Employed’ 
approach adopted by this Authority as per the Government policy 
guidelines, the prior period income out of wrong interest calculation / 
provision is also not relevant for tariff fixation. Therefore, the interest 
component in the prior period items in the years 2008-09 and 2009-10 is 
excluded by us from the 'Finance & Miscellaneous income. 

(h) . The actual financial and miscellaneous expenses reported by the port for 

the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 includes contribution to pension and 
gratuity fund to the tune of ? 25.00 crores, ? 25.00 crores and ? 43.12 
crores respectively. During the last general revision of tariff at PPT in 
October 2007, the PPT proposed a contribution of ? 40 crores, ? 60 crores 
and ? 60 crores for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 respectively, totally 
amounting to ? 160 crores stating that it was required to augment the 
pension fund in order to meet the uncovered pension fund requirement 
Considering this position, the net surplus earned during the years 2000-01 
to 2006-07 amounting to X 140.32 crores was earmarked towards 
augmentation of the pension fund. It is now seen that out of ? 140.32 
crores earmarked in the last revision, the actual contribution made by the 
port during the said 3 years is only ? 93.12 crores, leaving a balance of ^ 
47.20 crores. Therefore, the actual contribution to the pension fund made 
by the port during the 3 years 2007-08 to 2009-10 which has already been 
decided to be met from earlier surpluses, is not considered as expenses. 
The treatment of balance amount of ^ 47.20 crores is explained in the 
later part of this analysis. 

(i) . The closing net block of fixed assets reported in the annual accounts has 

been considered towards capital employed. The port has furnished 
capital employed statements for the four main activities indicating the 
value of assets considered under each activity, reportedly arrived at by 
identifying the list of assets relating to each activity. The position reported 
by the port in this regard is relied upon in this analysis. 

To a specific query raised during the proceedings of the case, the port has 
stated that it has considered all assets as ‘business assets'. During the 
last revision of tariff at PPT in October 2007, the port had classified some 
assets under ‘estate activity' as 'business related assets’ and also 
furnished the closing value of net block of such assets for the relevant 
years. When asked to clarify the position, the port has stated that the 
business related assets of Estate activity shown in the last revision have 
been taken as business assets under cargo handling activity. The re¬ 
classification of assets between activities is accepted since the port has 
stated that it has identified the assets pertaining to each activity. 

However, the port has not given justification for suddenly changing the 
status of the assets from ‘business related' to ‘business assets’. That 
being so, the value of the same ‘business related assets’ furnished by the 
port during the last revision for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 is 
considered for the purpose of past period analysis of respective years. 
However, the business related assets is now considered under cargo 
handling activity based on the position reported by the port. 

fj). The port has computed the value of items of working capital for the three 
years 2007-08 to 2009-10 as per norms prescribed in Clause 2.9.9 of the 
tariff guidelines of March 2005, which is considered by us after 
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rectification of some arithmetical errors rtottced in the computation. The 
port has considered the value of current liabilities as ‘nil’ for all the three 
years. In the absence of specific norms for considering the current 
liabilities, certain items of current liabilities like outstanding salaries & 
wages, creditors for stores and miscellaneous creditors, which appear to 
be relevant vis-d-vi$ the items of current assets considered, have been 
recognized at actuals reported in the annual accounts for the respective 
three years. Considering the admissible level of current assets and 
current liabilities, the working capital for these three years Is found to be 
negative and, therefore, considered as ‘Nil*. 

(k) . The PPT has reported the design capacity of the port for foe years 2007- 

08 to 2009-10 at 56 million tonnes, 71 million tonnes and 76 million 
tonnes, respectively. Considering the design capacity of foe port and 
actual traffic handled during the corresponding years, the capacity 
utilization for foe said years 2006-07 to 2008-09 worte out to 75.79%, 
65.37% and 75.01% respectively. Accordingly, return on capital 
employed for the said three years is allowed at the maximum rate on 
business assets and at risk free rate on business related assets as 
applicable for the respective years. 

(l) . Subject to the above adjustments, the additional surplus after return for 

the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 comes to ? 169.97 crores, f 178.88 crores 
and ? 242.32 crores respectively, aggregating to f 591.17 crores. 
Incidentally, the revised cost statements furnished by the port also 
indicate a past surplus after return to the tune of around ? 370 crores 
during the said three years. Though the port has quantified the additional 
surplus, it has not made adjustment of such surplus in the future tariff, as 
envisaged in the tariff guidelines. 

(m) . A summary of the aggregate variations in the actual performance of PPT 

for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10 compared to the estimates, in respect of 
key parameters, are furnished in the table given below:

Clause 2.13 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005 while prescribing 
performance variation of + or - 20% for adjustment of past surplus, 
stipulates review of both physical and financial performance. In this case, 
while the physical performance shows a negative variation of 7.93%, all 
the key parameters of financial performance like operating income, 
operating expenses, net financial and miscellaneous income and capital 
employed, Rate of Return on capital employed shows a positive variation 
ranging from 4.32% to 58.08%. The variation in capital employed and 
rate of return on capital employed are more than the prescribed limit of 
20%. Considering the huge variation of 58.08% in the rate of ROCE, it is 
necessary to adjust the past surplus as stipulated in the guidelines. 
However, before adjusting the past surplus in future tariff, the shortfall in 
the pension & gratuity fund needs to be met, following the approach 
adopted in the last revision of tariff at PPT in October 2007. 
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The position reported by the port relating to pension fund is given below:

It appears from the reported position that the PPT is required to have a 
corpus of ? 688.41 crores to cover the existing pensioners and existing 
employees. Since the existing pension fund balance of ? 318.41 crores is 
adequate only to cover the existing pensioners, the port has proposed to 
make contribution to the tune of ? 240 crores in this tariff cycle of three 
years 2010-11 to 2012-13, as against the shortfall of ? 370 crores. It Is 
relevant to mention here that during the last general revision of tariff at 
PPT in October 2007, this Authority took a view that instead of allowing 
set off of past surplus and augmentation of the pension fund separately 
against ^ture tariff, it may be appropriate to transfer the past surplus to 
the pension fund and free the future tariff from this burden and 
accordingly, the actual past surplus upto the year 2006-07 amounting to ? 
140.32 crores was earmarked towards augmentation of pension fund. 
The same approach is followed in this tariff revision exercise also. 

As stated earlier, there is an unutilized past surplus for the period upto 

2006- 07 amounting to ? 47.20 crores, which is adjusted first against the 
shortfall in the pension fund of ? 370.00 crores. The balance shortfall of t 
322.80 crores is adjusted against the actual past surplus for the years 

2007- 08 to 2009-10 amounting to ^ 591.17 crores. 50% of the balance 
additional surplus of ^ 134.18 crores is considered for set off against 
future tariff. 

As per Clause 2.13 of the tariff guidelines the past surplus Is to be set off 
prospectively. Since the year 2010-11 will be over before the revised tariff 
approved for PPT comes into effect, the adjustments of past surplus can 
only be effected from the year 2011-12 onwards, as no retrospective 
adjustment of tariff is envisaged. Following the approach adopted in 
some other cases, decided earlier, the past surplus is set off over a period 
of five years beginning from 2011-12. 

(v). (a). In its initial proposal of December 2009, the port had estimated annual 

traffic of 56.74 Millton Metric Tonnes (MT), 59.30 MT and 62.30 MT for the 
three years 2010-11 to 2012-13. The port has subsequently modified its 
traffic projection twice, i.e. upwards in June 2010 and downwards in 
September 2010 The commodity-wise actual traffic handled during the 
year 2009-10 and revised cargo-wise traffic projection reported by the port 
for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 for the purpose of tariff fixation is as 
under:

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(b) . The port was requested to justify the traffic estimates with reference to the 

business plan of the port with reasons for variations, if any The PPT 
responded stating that the business plan of the port was prepared three 
years back and considering the present trend, there will only be a 
marginal growth in traffic till 2012-13 due to economic recession and 
volatility in international trade in steel and iron market. The port has also 
stated that it is experiencing a declining trend in traffic in the year 2010- 
11. 

(c) . The port has subsequently furnished commodity wise actual traffic 

handled by it during the year 2010-11 upto February 2011 The total 
traffic handled by the port in the year 2010-11 upto February 2011 is 
reported at 50.64 MT, which if extrapolated for full year works out to 55 24 
MT as against the projection of 57 00 MT However, the port has not 
revised its traffic projections for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 It may be 
relevant to mention here that none of the users / user organizations has 
objected to the traffic estinriates furnished by the port The port has 
confirmed that the estimated traffic projections include the traffic to be 
handled by IFFGO and PPL at the berths allotted to them Therefore, the 
traffic estimates furnished by the port for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 is 
considered without any modification. 

(vi), (a). The PPT has estimated the operating income for the years 2010-11 to 

2012-13 based on the actual income earned from the respective activities 
during the year 2009-10. At our request, the port has furnished workings 
for cargo handling income for the years 2009-10 to 2012-13 at the existing 
level of tariff. It is seen from the revised workings furnished by the port for 
the year 2009-10 based on the rates prescribed in the existing SOR that 
total income from cargo handling activities agreed with the figure reported 
in the annua! accbunts for the year though there were differences in the 
individual cargo group-Wisg ifieome between workings and accounts. The 
port has estimated the cargo handling income for the years 2010-11 to 
2012-13 based on the workings for the year 2009-10 adjusted for 
estimated traffic. The estimated cargo handling income furnished by the 
port for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 is considered by us subject to the 
following modifications: 

(i) The concession in cargo related charges on container handling 
has been estimated for the year 2010-11 based on the actual 
figures furnished by tha port from April 2010 to February 2011 by 
extrapolating the same fof full year 2010-11 For the next two 
years, the estimated concession on this account is maintained at 
the same level of 2010-11 since the traffic estinriates of the port do 
not envisage any change in container traffic for the next two 
years. The estimated concession which works out to t 22.95 
lakhs is not recognised in the estimates of cargo handling income 
for each of the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. 

(ii) As brought out earlier, the port has ignored the actual amount of t 
509.95 lakhs accounted during the year 2009-10 towards royalty 
receipt from the private authorized HMC operators at the port for 
the purpose of tariff fixation. The port has also not estimated any 
income on this account for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. Since 
this item of income should be considered as ‘royalty’ and treated 
in line with clause 2.8.3 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005, the 
estimated income to the port on this account for the years 2010- 
11 to 2012-13 is considered at t 500 lakhs per year, based on the 
actual income for the year 2009-10. Following the approach 
adopted for the year 2009-10, 100% of the said estimated income 
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(b). 
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is corisidered as accrual to Escrow Account. The actual/ 
estimated accruals to Escrow Account for the years 2009-10 to 
2012-13 are tabulated below:

Accordingly year 2013-14 is the 
dead’.re for utilization of balance in the Escrow Account as at the 
end 0 ; the year 2009-10. which is falling oeyond the current tariff 
cycic Therefore, the actual / estimated accruals to the Escrow 
Account up to 2012-13 are not considered as operating income 
for tne purpose of this tariff revision exercise 

I"© B specific query the port has confirmed that no revenue share 
from GOT operators is considered since all the proposed BOT 
project-c ai'e under implementation stage and will be completed 
after /'jic The position reported by the port is relied upon. 

The PPT has estimated vessel related income on the basis of actual 
income earned during the year 2009-10. The estimiated aggregate GRT 
of vessels for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 is calculated based on the 
actual aggregate GRT of vessels for the year 2009-10 adjusted for 
estimated traffic volume for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 vis-d-vis actual 
traffic during 2009-10. The actual income earned by the port during the 
year 2009-10 under major vessel related tariff items like Port Dues, 
Pilotage & Towage and Berth hire charges are extrapolated for the 
subsequent years 2010-11 to 2012-13 using the actual aggregate GRT for 

2009- 10 and estimated aggregate GRT for the corresponding years on 
proportionate basis. The above approach adopted by the port in the 
estimation of major items of vessel related charges is considered in this 
analysis. 

Since the port has considered the total vessel related income earned 
during 2009-10 in Indian Rupees, the revenue impact due to variation in 
exchange rate of US? prevailed during the year 2009-10 and current 
market rate is not reflected in the income estimated by port for the years 

2010- 11 to 2012-13, ' 

As per clause 6,1,1 of the tariff guidelines of March 2005, vessel related 
charges for foreign going vessels will be denominated in dollars and 
recovered in Indian Rupees. Hence, the income estimation furnished by 
the port without recognizing the exchange rate variation needs adjustment 
with reference to the exchange rate prevailing at the time of analysis of 
this case. 

Further, the port has not furnished the aggregate / average GRT details of 
foreign going vessels and coastal vessels for the relevant years 
However, it has furnished the number of foreign going vessels and coastal 
vessels separately for the relevant years. Based on this information, it is 
seen that the share of foreign going vessels in the total number of vessels 
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works out to around 80%. Therefore, the share of vessel related Income 
from foreign going vessels, for the purpose of adjustment of exchange 
rate variation, is assumed to be 80% of the total estimated vessel related 
income. 

At our request, the port has furnished the average of exchange rates 
considered by it during the year 2009-10 and average of exchange rates 
considered during the year 2010-11 upto February 2011, which is 
reported at 7 46.99 per US$ and f 45.24 per US$ respectively. The 
market rate for US$ prevailing at the time of analysis of this case is at t 
45.25 per US$ which is almost same that of average of 2010-11 upto 
February 2011. Therefore, 80% of the estimated vessel related income 
from the said tariff items for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 are adjusted 
with the exchange rate of ? 45.25 per US$ taking the average rate of t 
46.99 per US$ for the year 2009-10 as the base. 

The port has estimated the income from other items of ves^e! related 
charges like water supply, hire of vessels, draught survey fees, fender 
charges, etc. for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 on adhoc basis. In the 
absence of any workings for estimation of income from these items, we 
are not in a position to verify the estimated income on this account. 
Therefore, the position reported by the port is relied upon in this analysis. 

The port has proposed to levy non-crane berth hire charges at the EQ-1 to 
EQ-3 berths instead of the existing higher crane berth hire charges, since 
the cranes at these berths were dismantled. However, the port has not 
furnished financial implication consequent to the proposal to recover the 
berth hire charges at a lower rates in future. In the absence of requisite 
details, the differential income in this regard could not be quantified and 
adjusted in the estimates for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. 

(c) . The PPT has estimated the income from Railway activities for the years 

2010-11 to 2012-13 at the same level of 2009-10, stating that the marginal 
increase in traffic volume for the years 2011-12 and 2012-13 is due to 
POL cargo which is not related to railway income. The position reported 
by the port is relied upon in this analysis. 

Nevertheless, it may be relevant to mention here that the tariff for railway 
activities is fixed by the Railway Board from time to time and not by this 
Authority. Hence, the income from railway activities is considered in this 
analysis only to assess the comprehensive financial / cost position of the 
port as a whole. 

(d) . The PPT has estimated the Estate related income for the years 2010-11 

to 2012-13 also at the same level of 2009-10 stating that the income from 
the estate activity is not certain. As already stated, as per the Land policy 
guidelines of Government of India, the lease rentals are subject to 2% 
annual escalation. In line with this provision, the two items of income 
estimates for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 furnished by the port under 
estate activity, viz. rent on land and rent on buildings, sheds & godowns 
are revised by applying 2% annual escalation (compounded) over the 
actual income reported for the year 2009-10 under the relevant items, 
taking the year 2009-10 as the base. 

The estimates furnished by the port for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 in 
respect of other two items, viz. recoverable service charges and sand 
royalty/ others under the estate activity at the level of actuals of 2009-10 is 
considered without any modification. 
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The rates for estate rental are to be determined as per the Land Policy 
Guidelines announced by the Government. Nevertheless, the estimated 
income from estate rentals are considered in this exercise only to 
ascertain the overall financial/ cost position of the port and to see whether 
the surplus, if any, arising from this activity could be utilized to cross- 
subsidize other deficit making activities, as provided in clause 2.11.5 of 
the tariff policy guidelines. 

(vii). (a), Clause 2.5.1 of the tariff guidelines requires that the expenditure 
projections of the major ports / terminal operators should be in line with 
traffic adjusted for price fluctuations with reference to current movement of 
whole sale price index (WPI) for all commodities. An escalation factor of 
3.76% is being applied for the tariff cases decided during the year 2010- 
11. While the port has estimated the direct operating expenses for the 
years 2010-11 to 2012-13 applying an annual escalation factor of 3.76% 
in respect of cargo handling and railway activities, it has applied an 
escalation factor of 5.80% in respect of vessel related and estate 
activities, taking the actual operating expenses for the year 2009-10 as 
the base. The estimated operating expenses for the years 2010-11 to 
2012-13 in respect of vessel related and estate activities, except for a few 
items under vessel related activities which is discussed below separately, 
are moderated by us applying the escalation factor of 3.76% p.a. over the 
actual expenses of 2009-10, taking the year 2009-10 as the base. 


(b) . The port has estimated dry docking, dredging and other expenses under 

vessel related activity on adhoc basis uniformly for all the three years 
without considering any annual escalation. The annual dredging cost is 
estimated at ^ 4500 lakhs for each of three years 2010-11 to 2012-13 as 
against the actual expenditure of ? 4539.29 lakhs for the year 2009-10. 
The dry-docking and other expenses are estimated at ? 50.00 lakhs per 
year and ? 1.00 lakh per year for each of the said three years, as against 
the actual expenses of f 28.11 lakhs and ^ 0.84 lakh respectively during 
the year 2009-10. While the dredging cost estimated by the port for the 
year 2010-11 is considered without any modification, the estimates for the 
next two years are revised by allowing 3.76% annual escalation, taking 
the estimate of 2010-11 as the base. Similar approach is followed in 
respect of the other two items of expenses stated above. 

(c) . The port has considered entire direct operating expenses in respect of all 

activities, except estate activity, as 100% variable with reference to traffic 
and adjusted the same for actual traffic of 2009-10 vis-^-vIs the estimated 
traffic for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. The port has neither furnished 
the sub-activity wise cost statements indicating the type wise expenses 
incurred / estimated under each sub-activity nor furnished the break-up of 
estimated operating cost for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13, as required in 
Form 3B. In the absence of requisite details, the approach adopted by the 
port is relied upon. 

(d) . The port has confirmed that the expenditure projections are made after 

taking into account the impact of Wage Revision. 

(e) . As stated earlier, the actual administration and general expenses under 

the vessel related activity reported in the annual accounts for the year 
2009-10 at ? 2219.10 lakhs includes ? 1687 lakhs incurred towards 
removal of oi! to prevent po lution due to the sinking of a vessel in the sea. 
The port has estimated the future expenditure for the years 2010-11 to 
2012-13 on this account based on the actuals of 2009-10 without 
excluding the above expenditure. The port has explained that the 
projection is made based on the actual of 2009-10 as it will be required to 
remove the vessel from the sea to avoid future eventualities. The port has 
neither furnished any estimate for the proposed expenses for removal of 
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vessel nor indicated any time schedule for its completion. The port has 
also not stated anything about the claim to be preferred in this regard 
either from the concerned parties or from the underwriters. However, 
without going into the issues like role/responsibility of other concerned 
parties, insurance claim, etc. and also recognizing the position that any 
eventuality on account of non-removal of the vessel may directly hamper 
the port operations, the estimates considered by the port in this regard is 
relied upon. However, the port is adwsed to report the acUial expenses 
incurred in this regard after adjusting the amount received/receivable from 
the concerned parties, as soon as the work is completed. The difference, 
if any, between the estimated and actual expenses on this account will be 
adjusted folly in the next review of its tariff. 

(viii). As brought out earlier, the port has computed depreciation as per ffie life norms of 
assets prescribed by the Government of India. The depreciation calculations 
furnished by the port for the years 2010>11 to 2012-13 are considered, except for 
depreciation on additions to the gross block during the respective years. The 
estimated additions to tiie gross block proposed by PPT are discussed in foe later 
part of this analysis. The depreciation on all additions to foe gross block 
considered has been revised during the years 2010-11 to 2012-13, based on foe 
expected month and year of commissioning of the respective assets furnished by 
the port, on pro-rata basis. 

(ix) . The PPT haeconsidered 3.76% annual escalation over actual management and 

general overheads of the year 2009-10 for the purpose of estimation of overheads 
for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13, taking foe year 2009-10 as base and folly 
adjusted for traffic variation. The port has not furnished any analysis on the 
variable and fixed components of the overheads. In foe absence of such an 
analysis, the management and general overheads estimated by PPT for foe years 
2010-11 to 2012-13 are considered. 

(x) . The port has estimated the Finance & Miscellaneous Income for the years 2010- 

11 to 2012-13 uniformly at t 1000 lakhs per year. It is seen from foe details 
furnished by the port that this estimate includes income towards prior period items 
amounting to ^ 445 lakhs in each year. The prior period items are generaliy not 
considered for future years at the estimate level. Therefore, the Finance & 
Miscellaneous Income estimated by the port for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 is 
revised by excluding the prior period items and considered at T 555 lakhs 
uniformly for each of the three years. 

(xi) . The Finance & Miscellaneous Expenses estimated by foe port for the years 2010- 

11 to 2012-13 includes contribution to pension fund to the tune of f 75.00 crores, 
t 80 crores and ^ 85.00 crores respectively, aggregating to T 240.00 crores for all 
the three years. The other items of financial and miscellaneous expenses are 
estimated by the port t 3.00 crores per year uniformly for all the three years. 
Since the short fall of ^ 370.00 crores in the pension fond as per actuarial 
valuation is adjusted fully against the past surplus, as explained earlier, foe 
question of considering the f 240.00 crores towards contribution to pension fond 
during the years 2010-11 to ^012-13 does not arise. 

However, even after maintaining the pension fond balance as per actuarial 
valuation, a legular annual contribution may be necessary in order to balance the 
fund against future pension payments. Since the port has not furnished any 
calculation towards estimated annual contribution for the years 2010-11 to 2012- 
13, we have estimated the same at the average of the actual contribution to 
pension fond made by the port during foe years 2007-08 to 2009-10, which works 
out to ? 31.04 crores per annum. Therefore, the estimated annual contribution to 
pension fond for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 is considered at T 30.00 crores per 
year uniformly. 
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Despite specific request, the port has not furnished the details of other items of 
Finance & miscellaneous expenses considered uniformly at ? 300 lakhs for each 
of the three years 2010-11 to 2012-13. In the absence of details, the position 
reported by the port is relied upon in this analysis, subject to verification of actuals 
during the next tariff review of its tariff. 

(xii). The port has confirmed that the management and general overheads, financial 
and miscellaneous income and financial and miscellaneous expenses are 
apportioned between the four main activities in line with the instructions given in 
the cost statement formats prescribed in the tariff guidelines. The port has 
furnished working sheets indicating the ratio of apportionment of various 
components of management and general overheads between the main activities 
, for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10. The position reported by the port in this regard 
is relied upon and the moderated management and general overheads, financial 
and miscellaneous income and financial and miscellaneous expenses considered 
for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 are apportioned between the four main activities 
in the ratio furnished by the port for the year 2009-10. 

(xiii). (a). The PPT has considered estimated additions to the gross block to the 
tune of ? 300.76 crores, X 149.61 crores and ^ 75.00 crores during the 
years 2010-11 to 2012-13 respectively. Despite specific request, the port 
has not furnished any documentary proof either for the estimated cost of 
capital works or for the present status. However, it has furnished the 
status of the works with expected month & year of completion. 

The port has proposed capital dredging in three phases. As reported by 
the port, the first phase at a cost of ^ 253.00 crores is likely to be 
completed by March 2011 and hence considered by us in the year 2010- 
11. However, depreciation is allowed from the next financial year. The 
second and third phase proposed under capital dredging at a cost of ^ 
40.00 crores and ? 50.00 crores are likely to be completed by March 2013 
and accordingly considered by us in the year 2012-13. However, since 
the works are likely to be completed in the fag end of the year, no 
depreciation is allowed for that year. 

All other additions to gross block proposed by the port are considered 
without any modification. However, wherever the expected 
commissioning of the assets is envisaged in the month of March, the 
estimated capital expenditure relevant to such assets is shifted to the next 
financial year. 

The year-wise total additions to the gross block proposed by PPT and 
considered by us are tabulated below:

(b). The PPT has considered all its assets as business assets in this tariff 
revision cycle. As stated earlier, during the last revision of tariff at PPT in 
October 2007, some of the assets were classified as ‘business related 
assets’ under estate activity based on the details furnished by the port and 
in this tariff revision exercise also, the value of same assets are 
considered as 'business related assets’ for the purpose of performance 
analysis for the years 2007-08 to 2009-10. The written down value of the 
same block of assets for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13, after deducting 
annual depreciation of ? 174.44 lakhs, works out to ^ 7346.92 lakhs, ? 
7172.48 lakhs and ? 6998.04 lakhs respectively. Following the approach 
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adopted in the past performance analysis, the value of these assets are 
considered as 'business related assets’ under cargo handling activity, for 
the purpose of allowing return. 

(c) . The working capital estimates for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13 furnished 

by the PPT following the norms stipulated in the guidelines are modified to 
reflect the cost estimates considered in this analysis. The sundry debtors 
is considered at two months' estimated estate rental income and railway 
terminal charges and inventory is considered at one month’s estimated 
value of consumption of materials for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. The 
admissible cash balance is considered on the basis of one month's 
estimated operating expenses and overheads excluding depreciation. In 
the absence of estimates for current liabilities, the value of current 
tiabilities is considered at par with the amount considered for the year 
2009-10. Considering the estimated current assets and current liabilities 
as stated above, the working capital for the said three years is found to be 
negative and, therefore, taken as Nil. 

(d) . The PPT has furnished ttie design capacity of the port for the years 2010- 

11 to 2012-13 at 80.00 MT, 85.00 MT and 118.00 MT respectively. It is 
seen from the submissions made by the port that the capacity for the year 
2012-13 includes the capacity of the BOT projects due for completion in 
that year. As the traffic to be handled by the BOT operators are not 
relevant for the fixation of port tariff, the capacities of BOT operators also 
not to be considered. Therefore, the design capacity of the port for the 
year 2012-13 is also considered at the level of 2011-12, i.e. 85.00 MT. 
Accordingly, the capacity utilisation for the three years 2010-11 to 2012- 
13, based on the design capacity and estimated throughput, works out to 
be 71.25%, 70.59% and 70.59% respectively. The tariff policy guidelines 
of March 2005 provide for allowing maximum permissible return on capital 
employed, if the capacity utilisation is more than 60%. Return on capital 
employed at the maximum permissible rate of 16% on the value of 
business assets and at the risk free rate of 8.40% on the value of 
business related assets are, therefore, allowed for the years 2010-11 to 
2012-13. 

(xiv). Subject to the discussion above, the cost statements furnished by the PPT for the 
port as a whole and for four main activities have been modified. The modified cost 
statements are attached as Annex -1 (a) to (e). The summarised results of cost 
statements are presented in the table given below:

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(a). As can be seen from the above table, if allowed to operate at the existing 
level of tariff, the port will earn an additional surplus of ? 282.85 crores 
during the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. The cargo handling activity shows 
a huge surplus of ^ 398.33 crores. In this regard it Is noteworthy that the 
PPT itself has projected an additional surplus (after return on capital 
employed) of around t 234 crores, for the years 2010-11 to 2012-13. As 
brought out earlier the additional surplus position reported by the PPT is 
without taking in to account the past surplus pertaining to the previous 
tariff cycle 2007-08 to 2009-10. It is further to be noted that the existing 
tariff has been fixed based on the estimated annual cargo throughput of 
about 48 million tonnes for the previous tariff cycle, whereas the estimated 
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annual cargo throughput for the current tariff cycle as furnished by the port 
is around 58 million tonnes, indicating an increase of 21%. The increase 
in estimated annual throughput along with adjustment of past surplus 
result in sharp decline of unit cost in the cargo handling activities. 

While the cargo handling activity shows a surplus of ? 398.33 crores, the 
vessel related activity shows a deficit position of ? 117.66 crores. 
However, since the port as a whole is showing surplus position, no 
upward revision in vessel related activity is considered. Further, since the 
tariff for Railway activities and Estate rentals are not covered under this 
tariff revision exercise, the surplus in railway activity and deficit in estate 
activity, which more or less offsets each other, is not considered at 
present for adjustment of tariff for other activities. Hence, the surplus in 
the cargo handling activity after meeting the deficit in the vessel related 
activity is adjusted by effecting necessary reduction in the cargo handling 
charges. 

(b) . It may be relevant here to mention that despite specific request, the port 

has not furnished sub-activity wise cost statements for any main activity, 
except for MCHP under cargo handling activity stating that such su^ 
activity wise details are not maintained by the port. The cost staterrient 
furnished by the port only for the MCHP activity shows an average 
additional surplus of around 10% over the operating income for the three 
years 2010-11 to 2012-13. However, this cost statement could not be 
taken up for analysis in the absence of sub-activity wise cost statements 
for other items like POL, Iron Ore, general cargo, hire of equipments, 
storage, etc. reconciling with the cost statement for cargo handling activity 
as a whole. In view of the above, this Authority is constrained to effect an 
across the board reduction in all cargo related charges. 

(c) . The estimated operating income from cargo handling activities for the 

remaining period of two years, i.e. 2011-12 and 2012-13 in this tariff cycle 
amounts to ? 895.24 crores, which includes estimated income from plot 
rent to the extent of ? 40.00 crores. As clarified by the port, this plot rental 
Income arises from recovery of licence fee for allotment of land as per the 
rates prescribed in the existing Scale of Rates. Since the rates of licence 
fee are fixed following the Land Policy guidelines of the Government and 
not on cost plus basis, the estimated income in this regard has been 
excluded for the purpose of revising the existing cargo handling charges. 

That being so, the cargo handling excluding the plot rental for the years 
2011-12 and 2012-13 works out to ? 845.24 crores. The estimated 
additional surplus of cargo handling activity after meeting the deficit in the 
vessel related activity comes to ? 280.67 crores. This additional surplus 
as a percentage of estimated cargo handling income, as stated above, 
works out to 32.82%. After allowing margin for estimation errors, if any, 
an across the board reduction of 32% is effected on all cargo handling 
charges prescribed in the existing Scale of Rates of the port. 

(d) . However, the above reduction will not be made applicable in respect of 

the cargo related charges prescribed for the cargo of Paradeep 
Phospates Limited handled at Fertiliser Berth No.1 and for the cargo of 
the Indian Farmers Fertilizers Co-operative (IFFCO) handled at Fertiliser 
Berth No.2, since the cargo related charges at these berths are governed 
by the separate bilateral agreements between the PPT and the concerned 
parties. 

(e) . All other charges prescribed in the existing Scale of Rates will continue 

without any change. 
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(XV). The PPT has stated that the port is contemplating transshipment of dry bulk & 
break bulk at anchorage and has requested us to extend the existing rate 
applicable for transshipment olf POL & Crude oil to dry bulk & brea^ bulk cargo 
also. Despite specific requeaft, the port has not furnished any revenue impact 
analysis in this regard. Hencie, it would be difficult to extend the rate fixed for 
POL/ Crude oil to dry bulk and| break bulk cargo. The PPT is advised to come up 
with a separate proposal for fixation of transshipment charges in respect of dry 
bulk and break bulk cargo, makitaining the revenue neutral position. 

(xvi). The existing SOR of PPT prescribes differential berth hire charges for 'crane 
berths’ and ‘norvcrar^ berths’. During the proceedings of the case, the users 
have ot^ected to the levy of bSrth hire charges applicable for crane berths at EQ-1 
to EQ-3 and demanded that foe charges applicable non-CTane berths should be 
levied at EQ-1 to EO-S berths slr>ce the wharf crar^s at these berths have been 
dismantled. Conceding to the! demand of the users, the port has proposed to levy 
the existing berth hire charges at non-crane berths to the berths at EQ-1 to EQ-3. 
Therefixre, fire existfog provisfon for levy of berth hire for crane berths is deleted, 
as proposed by the port. 

(}o/ii). The port has proposed cerfoin changes in the general terms & conditions 
prescribed at schedule 1.2 of foe existing SOR, which are discussed below: 

(a) . In clause 1.2 (iii) (a), the port has proposed to replace the term ‘market 

buying rate' vrith "IT l|)uying rate’ stating the change is required as per the 
banking terminology.' Since the easting provision is as per the tariff 
guidelines of March 2005, no change is required to be effected in the 
existing clause. 

(b) . The port has proposed an amendment to existing clause 1.2 (x) under 

General t^rms & conditions to the effect that all charges worked shall 
be rounded off to fi)e next higher rupee service-wise and it has cited 
operational convenience as the reason for such change. Since the 
existing clause in this regard is consistent with the general terms and 
conditions prescribed in the SOR of the other major ports, the existing 
clause may continue Without any change. 

(c) . The port has propo^d to include a new clause after the existing clause 

1.2 (xiii) (d), as given! below: 

“1.2 (xili) (e). Incase of penalty Imposed by PPT, no Interest will be 
charged for delay in payment of penalty.” 

The port has stated that the proposed inclusion of the above new clause 
is in consonance with the existing practice at the PPT. However, it may 
be advisable for fiie port to levy interest on the penalty in order to realize 
the penalty within a reasonable time. Therefore, the proposed provision is 
not approved. Incidentally, the existing Scale of Rates contains provisions 
for levy of interest oh delayed payments from the users. 

(xviii). In the existing arrangement, certain cargo Items are listed in whose cases 
wharfage shall not be payable by the users. The PPT has proposed to add a new 
provision in this list that wharfage shall not be payable on foe surplus quantity due 
to moisture at the time of despatch of the cargo. Considering that cargo 
dispatched from Port premises is as per Bill of Entry quantity, as reported by the 
port and keeping in view that in case of shortfall, the port does not refmd 
wharfage, the proposed inclusion is approved. 

(xix). (a). As per the existing Scale of Rates, the incidence of the levy of Port dues 
is 'per entry’ of the vessel. The port has proposed to introduce a new 
clause stating that ‘Port dues are to be levied only once for entry of a 
vessel, irrespective of change of her name, change of agent or change of 
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owner of the vessel during the stay of the vessel in the port. It appears 
from the submission made by the port in the joint hearing, the reason for 
inclusion of this new clause is that it faces problems in apportioning the 
port dues among the parties concerned, in case more than one party Is 
concerned with the vessel. It has to be recognised that Port Dues is an 
entry fee for the vessel and that being so, port Is concerned with the party 
who is brining the vessel to the port. In case of a change in the agent 
during the stay of the vessel in the port, it is for the parties concerned to 
share the port levy In this regard. Hence, the proposed new clause Is not 
approved. 

(b). In the proposed new clause discussed above, the port has also proposed 
to add that any vessel entering the port from outside the port limit shall be 
treated as fresh entry on the grourid that occasionally the vessels leave 
the port for hatch cleaning and re-enter the port limit. Since there is no 
ambiguity seen in the existing clause which enables the port to levy the 
port dues on 'per entry’ basis, the proposed new clause does not appear 
to be necessary. 

(XX). (a). In the existing arrangement, pilotage for SBM operations is leviable 'per 

entry’ of the vessel and unit of levy is GRT of the vessel. As per the 
proposed new clause envisaged by the port, the pilotage is leviable from 
berthing to unberthing of the vessel. Since the levy of Pilotage is towards 
Inward and outward movement of the vessels on GRT of the vessels, the 
duration of the stay of the vessel at the SBM has no relevance for levy of 
pilotage at the SBM. 

(b). In the existing arrangement, the unit for levy of Tug hire charges at the 
SBM is 8 hours and 4 hours. A charge of US$ 6000 is prescribed for 8 
hours and US$ 3,000 is prescribed for 4 hours for foreign going vessels. 
The hourly rate works out to US$ 1500. With reference to the proposal of 
the port to reckon with the time between berthing and unberthing for levy 
of tug hire charges, the port has clarified, that presently the time between 
berthing and unberthing of the vessel is taken into account for calculation 
of the duration for levy of tug hire charges. Since the present 
arrangement does not define the duration of stay of the vessel for levy of 
tug hire charges and the proposal of the port being to regularise the 
present practice and keeping In view that there is no pointed objection 
from the users, the proposal of the port In this regard Is approved in 
respect of tug hire charges only. 

Since the duration of the stay of the vessel is the criteria for levy of tug 
hire charges, it may be appropriate that the unit for levy of tug hire 
charges is changed from the existing 8 hours / 4 hours to 'per hour’ basis. 
The existing rate prescribed for 8 hours / 4 hours is converted Into hourly 
basis proportionately for this purpose. 

(xxi). As clarified by the port, the issue raised by the TANGEDCO about the levy of 
demurrage charges from coal consignees of BOBR rakes for detention beyond the 
free time Is for the services rendered by the PPT Railways in accordance with the 
notification issued by the Railway Board and is not within the regulatory purview of 
this Authority. 

11 i. In the result, and for the reasons given above, and based on a collective 

application of mind, this Authority approves the revised Scale of Rates of PPT which is attached as 

Anr ^j*: - ‘A. 

11.2. The revised Scale of Rates and conditionalities of the PPT will come into effect 

after expiry of 30 days from the date of notification of the Order in the Gazette of India and shall be 
In force till 3; March 2013. The approval accorded will automatically lapse thereafter unless 
specifically extended by this Authority. 
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11.3 The validity of the e)dsting Scale of Rates of PPT may be deemed to have been 
extended beyond 30 September 2010 till the effective date of implementation of the Order passed. 

11.4 The tariff of the PPT has been fixed relying on the information ftjmished by the 
port and based on various assumptions made as explained in the analysis. If this Authority at any 
time during the prescribed tariff validity period, finds that the actual position varies aubstantialty 
from the estimations considered or there is deviation from the assumptions accepted herein, this 
Authority may require the PPT to file a proposal ahead of the schedule to review its tariff and to set 
off the advantage accrued on account of such variations in the revised tariff. 

11.5 In this regard, the PPT is requested furnish a report of the actual physical and 
financial performance within 15 days of completion of each quarter of a year in the same format in 
which the cost statement for the tariff proposals are filed. The report should also be accompanied 
with the reasons for variation from the estimates relied upon for fixing the tariff in force. If a 
variation of (+)/(-)20% is observed between the actual and the estimates for two consecutive 
quarterly period, TAMP may call upon the port to submit its proposal for an ahead of scheduled 
review. If the PPT fails to file a tariff proposal within the time limit to be stipulated by TAMP, this 
Authority may proceed suo motu to review the tariff.

1.1. Definitions: 


In this Scale of Rates unless the context otherwise requires, the following definitions shall 
apply: 

(i). “Board” will mean Board of Trustees of Paradip Port Trust. 

(il). ‘Board with reference to vessel’ will mean “On board the Vessel”. 

(iii) . ‘Coastal/coasting vessels’ shall mean any vessel exclusively employed in trading 

between any port or place in India to anther port or place in India having a valid 
coastal license issued by Competent Authority. 

(iv) . “Cold Move" shall mean the movement of the vessels without the main engines in 

operation. 

(v) . ‘Day’ will mean 6 A.M to 6 A.M of the following day, unless in the context otherwise 

specified. 

(vi) . “Demurrage” shall mean charges payable for storage of cargo within port premises 

beyond free period, as specified In the scale of rates. 

(vii) . ‘Entry’ means entering in to the Port limits. 

(viii). ‘Foreign vessel’ means a vessel other than a Coasting Vessel. 

(ix) . “Full Container Load” (FCL) shall mean a container containing cargo belonging to 

one consignee in the vessel’s manifest. 

(x) . ‘General shift’ means the period of eight hours i.e. from 7 A M. to 12 Noon and from 

2P.M to 6 P.M. 

(xi) . “Hazardous Container” shall mean a container containing hazardous goods as 

classified under IMO. » 

(xii) . ‘‘Holiday* will mean the days notified by the management on which the Port Trust 

offices will remain closed. 

(xiii). “Less than a Container Load” (LCL) shall mean a container containing cargo 
belonging to more than one consignee in the vessel’s manifest. 

(xiv). “Port” will mean Port of Paradip. 

(XV). “Port Management” will mean Chairman of Paradip Port trust or any other official 
acting under the Authority of Chairman. 

(xvi). “Reefer Container” shall mean a refrigerated container used for carriage of 
perishable goods with provision for electrical supply to maintain the desired 
temperature. 

(xvii). ‘Shift’ will mean duration of eight hours with a recess of 30 minutes after the fifth 
hour. For the port’s operation the first shift is from 6.A.M. to 2 P.M, second shift from 2 
P.M to 10 P.M and third shift is from 10 P.M to 6 A.M of the next day.

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(xviii). “Transhlpmenf shall mean any cargo not originally manifested for the port of 
Paradip, but landed at Paradip and subsequently reshipped to other ports. 

(xix). “Transhipment container” shall mean any cdntainer, which is^ischarged from one 
vessel, stored in the yard and transported by road, rail or by sea through other vessel. 

(XX). 'Vessel” will have the same meaning as defined under MPT Act-1963. 


1.2. General terms and conditions. 

(i) (a). A foreign going vessel of Indian Flag having a General Trading License can convert to 

Coastal run on the basis of a Customs Conversion Order. 

(b) . A foreign going vessel of Foreign Flag can convert to coastal run on the basis of a 

Coastal Voyage License issued by the Director General of Shipping. 

(c) . In cases of such conversion, coastal rates shall be chargeable by the load port from 

the time the vessel starts loading icoastal goods. 

(d) . In cases of such conversion, cqastal rates shall be chargeable only till the vessel 

completes coastal cargo discharging operations, immediately thereafter foreign going 
rates shall be chargeable by the discharge port 

(e) . For dedicated Indian coastal vessels having a Coastal License from the Director 

General of Shipping, no other document will be required to be entitled tg Coastal 
rates. 

(ii) . The Status of a vessel, as borne out by its certification by the Customs or Director 

General of Shipping shall be the deciding factor for classifying into “coastar or 
"foreign-going* category for the purpose of levy of vessel-related charges. The nature 
of cargo or Its origin will not be of any relevance for this purpose. 

(iii) .(a). All dollar denominated tariff will be recovered in Indian Rupees after conversion of 

charges in dollar terms into its equivalent Indian Rupees at the market buying rate 
notified by the Reserve Bank of India, State Bank of India or its associates or any 
other Public Sector banks as may be specified from time to time. 

(b). The day of entry of the vessel into port limits shall be reckoned as the day for such 
conversion. In respect of charges on containers, the day of entry of the vessel in the 
case of Import containers and the day of arrival of containers into the port in the case 
of export containers shall be reckoned as the day for such conversion. 

(iv) . A regular review of exchange rate shall be made once in 30 days from ^ date of 

arrival in cases of vessels staging in the port for longer period. The basis of billing 
shall change prospectively with reference to the appropriate exchange rate prevailing 

• at the time of review. 

% 

(v) . (a). The rates prescribed In the Scale of Rates are ceiling levels; likewise, rebates and 

discounts are floor levels. The Port Trust may, if it so desires, charge lower rates 
and/or allow higher rebates and discounts. 

(b) . The Port Trust may also, if It so desires, rationalize the prescribed conditionalities 

governing the application of rates if such rationalization gives relief to the user in 
rate per unit and the unit rates prescribed in the Scale of Rates do not exceed the 
ceiling levels. 

(c) . The Port Trust should notify the public such tower rates and/or rationalization of 

the conditionalities govemihg the application of such rates and continue to notify 
the public any further changes in such lower rates and/or in the conditionalities 

1858 GI/2011—14 
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governing the application of such rates provided the new rates fixed shall not 
exceed the rates notified by the Authority. 

(vi) . (a). The vessel related charges for all coastal vessels should not exceed 60% of the 

corresponding charges for other vessels, 

(b) . The cargo/container related charges for all coastal cargo/containers, other than 

thermal coal and POL including crude oil, Iron ore and Iron ore pellets should not 
exceed 60% of the normal cargo/container related charges. 

(c) . In case of cargo related charges, the concessional rates should be levied on all 

the relevant handling charges for ship-shore transfer and transfer from/to quay 
to/fi'om storage yard including wharfage. 

(d) . In case of container related charges, the concession is applicable on composite 

box rate. Where itemized charges are levied, the concession will be on all the 
relevant charges for ship-shore transfer, from/to quay to/from storage yard as well 
as wharfage on cargo and containers. 

(e) . Cargo/container from a foreign port which reaches an Indian Port 'A' for 

subsequent transhipment to Indian Port 'B’ will be levied the concession charges 
relevant for its coastal voyage. In other words, cargo/containers from/to Indian 
Ports carried by vessels permitted to undertake coastal voyage will qualify for the 
concession. 

(f) . The charges for coastal cargo/containers/vessels shall be denominated and 

collected in Indian Rupee. 

(vii) . The users shall not be required to pay charges for delays beyond reasonable level 

ati'ibutable to PPT. 

(viii). Goods shall not be delivered/ allowed to be shipped until all the admissible charges 
under the rules have been paid and the receipt in support of the same is produced. 

(ix) . Vessels shall not be granted clearance for sailing until and unless all the admissible 

dues/charges as per rules have been paid. 

(x) . All charges worked out shall be rounded off to the next higher rupee on the grand total 

of each bill. 

(xi) . Fc‘‘ the purpose of charges, ‘Gross’ and not the ‘Net' tonnage of cargo shall be taken, 

(xil). a!‘ dues in respect of services required will have to be paid in advance or within the 

stipulated time as per demand. 

(xiii). Interest on delayed payments/refunds: 

(a). Users shall pay penal interest on delayed payments and port shall pay penal 
interest on delayed refunds at the rate of 14.75% per annum, 

{b;. The rate of interest will be 2% above the Prime Lending Rate of the State 
Batik of India. The penal interest will apply to both the PPT and the port 
users equally. 

r'). The delay in payments by user will be counted beyond 10 days after the date 
of raising the bills. This provision will not apply to cases where payment Is to 
be made before availing of the services/use of port properties as stipulated in 
the MPT Act, 1963 and/or prescribed as conditions in the tariff. 

iC;. The delay in refunds by the port will be counted beyond 20 days from the date 
of completion of services or on production of all documents required from the 
user, whichever is later 


(xiv). Application for refund of any type of due/charge already paid must be submitted in 
writir^Q by the claimant or his representative within six calendar months after the 
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month of first payment/adjustment. No refund shall be made unless amount 
refundable is ? 100/- or more. 

(XV). The charges are to be paid on per ton basis. The fraction of a ton will be rounded off 
to next higher tonnage.

Notes to Sections 2.1 and 2.2. above. 

(1) . Wharfage shall also be payable on the following specified goods at normal rates: 

(a) On cargo abandoned 

(b) On cargo excess landed and over loaded 

(c) On cargo confiscated by Customs 

(d) On cargo salvaged 

(e) On serviceable empty drums, empty bottles and other ship stores disposed off by 
vessels in the Port 

(f) On sweeping collected on board of vessels and landed at this port where the entire 
cargo is not discharged at the Port. 

^(g) On alt cargo admitted to the Board’s transit areas for shipment where it is shipped or 
having been brought is taken out without being shipped. 

(h) On cargo entering the Board’s premises by rail or road and taken out from the Port 
without shipment. 

(i) Cargo of other Port if landed or reshipped. 

(i) Handling charges for transshipment containers will be at 1.5 times the handling 
charges for the normal handling operations in loading or unloading cycle. 

(2) . Wharfage shall not be payable on the following specified items- 

(a) Goods cosigned to or by the Board on account of Paradip Port Trust 

(b) In respect of ships using the Port bonafide ship’s fittings, ship’s stores, bonafide 
passengers and Seamen’s baggage and personal effects accompanying, live stock, 
bunker, which was not manifested as cargo. 

(c) Sweeping collected from the Board’s premises and survey rejections. 

(d) Rail-borne goods mis-sent to the harbour rejected by the consignee and goods 
cleared from bond and dispatched by rail from the Board’s premises. 

(e) Cargo shifted from one hatch to other hatch without routing through the berth. 

(f) On surplus quantity due to moisture at the time of evacuation/dispatch. 

(3) . Wharfage and Intra- port transportatlon:- 

(a) . All goods landed or shipped within the limits of Port areas shall be liable to pay 

wharfage charges as detailed in the scale of rates. The charges shall be payable by 
the Importers/Exporters prior to rendering of service by the Port. 

(b) . All applications for permission to export or to clear import goods shall be made on the 

prescribed format approved by PPi and such formats shall in all cases be correctly 
filled in and signed by the Shipper/ Consignee of the goods or by their Agents. 
Whenever required, PPT may call for inspection of necessary documents; the same 
shall be produced by Shippers/ Consignees or their Agents. Whenever the cargo is to 
be shipped by a vessel other than that entered on the application, a fresh application 
must be submitted to PPT. 

e 

(c) . The importers or the exporters or the Shipping Agents will have to make their own 

arrangement for landing or shipment of cargoes. 
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(d) . The weight shown in the Bill of Lading or original invoice upon which freight has been 

paid shall be deemed to be the correct tonnage. However, incases where the Port 
makes a check weighment, the tonnage recorded by the Port shall be deemed to be 
the correct tonnage. 

(e) . Fees on packages containing article of miscellaneous character shall be levied at the 

rate applicable to the article on which the highest rate is chargeable. 

(0- The Port undertakes the shore handling of all general cargo landed from or shipped 
into the vessels and the charge for this service is included in the wharfage rate. In 
case of bulk cargo required to be bagged on wharf/ transit area, the trade shall 
assume the custody of cargo on the wharf and undertake all the handling operations 
as per the operational planning of the Port. In case in the opinion of the PPT, If the 
consignee / trade has failed to adhere to the operational planning for bagging of bulk 
cargoes which consequently affects the discharge from the vessel, the detention 
charge at the rate of ? 1, 000/- per hour will be recovered from the consignee/ trade 
for the period the discharge operations are affected. 

(g) . Port assumes the custody in respect of general/ break bulk cargo landed from the 

vessel or brought to the transit shed/ area for shipment only when the port gives a 
receipt. 

(h) . The port will use the wharf crane, mobile crane or other special equipment, which is 

necessary or convenient for handling the cargo. The charges for hire of such cranes 
or specialized equipment shall be levied in addition to the rates prescribed. 

(i) . The Port does not undertake intra-port Transportation work for engineering goods, 

steel wire rods, coils and project material. The Intra-port transportation service to and 
from the berth for other export and import cargo shall be optional and can be 
undertaken by the Port on specific request at the market rates with service charge of 
6% over the rates. The Port Trust however reserves the right to refuse the intra-port 
transportation service in respect of any cargo and communicate the same to the user 
well before commencement of the service/ arrival of the ship. The intra-port 
transportation means transportation of cargo, in case of import, from the wharf to the 
plot/sheds inside the port prohibited area where as in case of export cargo, the same 
will mean the reverse, i.e. transportation of cargo from plot/sheds inside port 
prohibited area to the wharf/vessel side. 

(j) . The Port Trust shall undertake transportation of bulk and break bulk cargo from the 

berth to the transit area and vice versa without any additional charges where the 
transit area and transit shed form part of the berth. In case the berth where vessel is 
berthed does not serve to such transit area, the importer/ exporter shall make own 
arrangements for transportation of cargo. The decision of the port, regarding transit 
area or transit shed, which forms the part of a berth, shall be final. 

(k) . The Exporters and Importers are to regulate loading at the wharf as well as at the 

stockyard to avoid spillage en-route in course of Intraport Transportation. In the event 
of spillages en-route or on the railway tracks in course of Transportation, it shall be 
the responsibility of the Importer/ Exporter to arrange for removal of the same for 
operational reasons. 

(l) . Before classifying any cargo under “unspecified” category, the relevant customs 

classification should be referred to find out whether the cargo could be classified 
under any of the existing categories in the wharfage schedule. 

(m) . If at any time port should apprehend a serious congestion in the transit sheds or other 

places allotted for goods in transit shed/area to the detriment of rapid transit of goods 
through the Port, it may direct the owner or consignee of any specific goods to remove 
such goods from Port premises within a given time. If the goods are not removed 
within the specified time, the port may cause those goods removed and restacked 
them In other places within the transit shed or any other places allotted for the goods 
in transit at the risk and expenses of owner/consignee. The cost of such removal shall 
include equipment hire charges, labour charges including levy as applicable from time 
to time and supervision charges at the rates of 20 per cent of labour and equipment 
charges. Goods so removed will be charged with demurrage dues at the rate 
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applicable for goods retained beyond second week and will not be eligible for any 
other concession given in the sch^ule. 

(n). Goods placed in spaces, which are not Intended as spaces to be occupied by goods 
in transit, transit dues will be charged at the maximum demurrage rates and no free 
time will be allowed. The port will remove such goods at the expenses and the nsk of 
the owners/ consignee to one of the spaces provided for goods in transit. The cost for 
such removal will be as mentioned at item (i) above.

(6) . The berth hire charges for I2ASH barges shall be levied @ 0.875 USD per barge per hour or 

part thereof durin^the process of operations of loading or unloading of cargo. For the LASH 
barges lying inside the port waters, the charges shall be levied @0.21875 USD per hour/ 
barge.

from all the vessels irrespective of the fact whether the ‘Priority’ /’Ousting Priority’ is 
accorded by the Central Government or the Port Trust under their own regulation, 
except the following categories. 

(a) Vessels carrying cargo on accounts of Ministry of Defence. 

(b) Defence vessels coming on goodwill visit. 

(c) Vessels hired for the purpose of Antarctica expedition by Department of 
Ocean Development. 

(d) Any other vessel for which special exemption has been granted by the 
Ministry of Shipping.
